1,107 for trailers.

The falling of a large 
meteor is believed to have caused 
the great crater in Arizona. at least 
six hundred feet deep arid nearly a 
mile in diameter. The greatest me- 
teor known in modern times is that 
which fell in Siberia in 1908, leaving 
@ number of craters. This fell with 
such terrific force and heat that for- 
ests within a radius of over twenty 
miles were flattened to the ground 
in concentric circles like so. many 
nine pins, trees were scorched and 
scores of animals killed. Falling in a 
very isolated area, it is not known 
that this chused the loss of any hu- 
man life, but had it fallen on a eity, 
thousands of lives would doubtless 
have been snuffed out in a minute. 

Dr. Kingston also spoke of comets 
at some length, some travelling on 
open orbits, which are drawn with- 
in earthly vision by the gravitational 
pull of the sun, circle around the sun 
and then vanish again out into space, 
probably never to return. Others, 
however, Ifke Haley’s comet, which 
was seen in 1910, travel on an orbit 
hundreds of millions of miles in 
length, but return with mathematical 
regularity at fixed periods, that as- 
tronomers can estimate accurately. 
The effect of the sun on the comets, 
some of which are broken up into 
minute particles by its power, was

struction Work This Year 

A total of $648,000 will be expend- 
ed on branch line construction for the 
Canadian National .Railways this 
year, that amount being authorized 
in the 1929-1932 programme, accord- 
ing to a return tabled by R. J. Man- 
fon, Minister of Railways, in the 
House of Commons. A number of the 
branch lines are completed, but work 
this year will be confined to five, of 
which two are in Alberta, one in Sas- 
katchewan, one each in British Col- 
umbia and Ontario, The programme 
follows: Bulwark (Alberta) easterly, 
$15,000; Brantford (Ontario) cut-off, 
$312,000; Hemaruka-Scapa (Alberta),

ewan) Bonnyville, $35,000; Lulu Is- 
land (B.C.), $171,000. 

Expenditures in connection with 
the programme up to December 21, 
1981, amounted: to $17,610,769. During 
the year the sum of $4,878,050 was 
spent. The amount authorized in the 
schedule, plus’ the customary 15 per 
cent., totalled $33,061,350. 

A number of the constructions have 
been discontinued for the time being.

Recipes For This Week 


(By Betty Barclay) 


PRUNE WHIP 


1 pint milk. 

3 tablespoons sugar. 

1 junket tablet. 

1 tablespoon cold water. 
1% teaspoon lemon extract. 
4% cup prune pulp. 

2 teaspoons lemon juice. 
% cup sugar. 

1 egg white. 

Beat egg white until stiff, add su- 
gar gradually until thoroughly blend- 
ed, Add prune pulp (prepared by rub- 
bing cooked prunes through a sieve) 
and lemon juice.

Banned From Russia 


Trotzky and 86 Others Forbidden For 
All Time To Enter Land Of 
Soviets 

Leon Trotzky and 36 other Russian 
emigres living abroad were formally 
stripped of their Soviet citizenship re- 
cently and forbidden “for all time’’ to 
enter the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. The action was taken by 
the presidium of the central executive 
committee. 

In the case of Trotzky, the action 
was a mere formality, for he was

Dollars a Year Pald For 
Property Worth $7,500,000 

For one of the most valuable pro- 
perties in London, a rental of $50 a 
year is paid. This rental has ‘not 
varied for centuries. It pays for the 
use of land on which is built the Man- 
sion House, the official residence of 
the Lord Mayor. x 

The site of the Mansion House is 
owned by the rector of the parish of 
St. Mary Woolnoth, in Lombard 
Srec‘, with which parish is combined 
the oddly named St. Mary Wool- 
church-Haw. The Mansion House 
stands partly on the site of St. Mary 
Woolchurch, which was burned down 
in the Great Fire of London. 

Shortly after the fire this parish 
was amalgamated with St. Mary 
Woolnoth and when the Mansion 
House was built at the end of the 
eighteenth century the city corpora- 
tion agreed to pay the rector of the 
combined parishes the sum of $50 a 
year as ground rent. 

So the rector receives $25 every 
half year for the site, which is valued 
at more than $7,500,000.

David's wall is not.the only dis- 
covery which has resulted from the 
new excavation, however. The work- 
men first uncovered, twelve feet be- 
neath the surface, a road built in Ro- 
man times, made of stone blocks three 
feet square and a foot thick.

BRITAIN STAGES ECONOMICAL 
REVIVAL, 


, 


Great Britain’s economic recovery 


since the abandonment of the gold 
standard has opened the eyes of 
France and the United States. Not 


only are the temporary loans secur- 
ed from these two nations during 


| the crisis which wrecked the Labo» 


Government being paid before they 
are due, but there is every assurance | 
that the btdget will be balanced for | 
the present fiscal year. There is 
aloo talk of a cut in the income tax 
to relieve the burden on the tax- 
payers. 

Other nations, and _ particularly 
France, have been too ready to re- 
gard Great Britain as a spent force. 
to the 
contrary.. Britain’s troubles were 
brought on by too generous treat- 
ment of France and other European 
debtors after the war. She receivea 
no co-operation from the beneficiar- 
ies, and in fact, France took occas- 
ion during last summer’s financial 
crisis caused by the German situation 
to accentuate British troubles by 
withdrawing her gold balances from 
London. 

Signs are not lacking that Britain 
has played a master stroke in adbopt- 
ing a protectionist policy. She is 
now-in a position to bargain with 
France, the United States and other 
high tariff countries. As the one 
open market the old country ex- 
'perienced the full effects of forced 
selling by those nations which must, 
at any cost, secure surplus funds 
for debt payments to the United 
States. They were not concerned 
with British welfare. 

The economic revival of . Great 
Britain is based on solid foundations. 
For the calendar year 1930 her total 
overseas trade, valued at over $6,000,- 
000,000.00 exceeded that of any other 
nation, and if judged solely by visible 
exports was sunpassed only by thar 
of the United States. Aissuming that 
her re-exports are not included and 
that Germany’s reparation deliveries 
in kind are similarly ignored, Great 
Britdin holds~the second place a- 
gainst Germany. If both these items 
are included Great Britain’s lead 
over Germany is increased. The per- 
centage of manufactured goods’ to 
total exports was higher in the case 
of Great Britain (for the first six 
months of 1930, the latest period for 
which comparable figures are avail- 
able) than of either of her rivals, the 
United States and Germany. 
owns one-third of the world’s ship- 
ping, which in a normal year is esti- 
mated to produce gross earnings 
abroad of about $600,000,000. This 
sum, as well as payments for her 
banking and insurance services, res- 
resent invisible exports, and are im- 
portant factors in helping to adjust 
her trade balance. Her investments 
abroad are estimated to yield a 
yearly dividend of in excess of $10,- 
000,000,000.

Thicknesses Of Metal 

Nickel has been made in such thin 
sheets that it has been found possible 
to read print through five thicknesses 
of the metal placed a few millimeters 
apart.

[eoeronins nickel upon copper and 
then plating copper upon nickel —- a 
nickel sandwich.

Much Liquor Smuggling 


Claim Made That 176 Vessels Are 
". Operating Along U.S. Coasts 

~ Officials of the; United States coast- 
guard estimate that “large, highly- 
organized international combines” are 
operating 176.. liquor-smuggling ves- 
sels along United States coasts. 

Rear Admiral F. C. Billard, com- 
mandant, so. testified before the 
House of Representatives appropri- 
ations committee in hearings on the 
treasury department supply bill. 

These vessels, Billard estimated, 
are landing the same amount of alco- 
holic liquors that 163 ships did last 
year. He added: 

“It is perfectly apparent that if we 
had a sufficient number of coastguard 
craft to keep all the smuggling ves- 
sels under constant surveillance, we 
‘would have the situation entirely con- 
trolled. ; 

“Our information indicates that 
tuere are at the present time 91 for- 
eign liquor vessels engaged in the 
business of attempting to “smuggle 
liquor on the Atlantic coast. — 


Aid Beet Sugar Industry 


Matter To Be Renewed By_ Parlia- 
“mentary Committee On 
Agriculture 
Problems facing the sugar beet in- 
dustry in Canada will be reviewed by 
the parliamentary committee on agri- 
culture. The House of Commons in- 


structed it to devise means to place | - 


the industry on its feet, whether by 
means of tariffs, bonuses or subsidies. 
After a debate, the House adopted the 
suggestion of J. 8S. Stewart, Conserva- 
tive, Lethbridge, to refer the ques- 
tion to the agricultural committee. 
Originally the subject was  intro- 
duced by Dr. F. W. Gershaw, Liberal 
Medicine Hat, in a resolution calling 
upon the government to co-operate 
with the sugar factories in promoting 
the processing of home produced 
beets. This resolution later was 
withdrawn in favor of the Stewart 
amendment, which the House adopted 
without a récorded vote.

Professor Stewart, of Princeton 
University, predicts that within the 
next hundred years our great-grand-
